The morning proved beautiful, and one 
of the finest days succeeded that T ever re- 
member to havo seen Our route lay thro? 
alternate woods and prauies, ‘the former 
composed of Jarge pines and cedars. Sev 
eral constderable streams of water weré 
passod, whose banks were not so megh as 
those before met with ; tho latter covered 


us {o dismount and feast upon them, and 
many plants that excited a feeling of inter- 
est, and reminded asof home : among the 
number sas tha red™honeysnihle (Caprifo- 
lum), whch was tf full bloom * After 
pasang extensivo cammacs plains, wo reach- 
ed the Company’s farm on” the» Cowlitz, 
which ocenpies an extensive prairie on the 
banks of that river, `o‘ 

‘They have ‘here six or seven hundred 

acres enclosed, and under cultivation, with 
several large granuries, a large farm housy, 
and numerous out-buildings to accommo- 
date the dairy, workmen, crttle, &e The 
grounds appear well prepared, and were 
covered with a luxuriant crop of whitat 
at the further end of the prairie was to be 
seen a sattlement, with tts orchards, &c, 
and between tho tiees, the chapel and par~ 
zonage of the Cathalie Mission gaye an air 
of eivilization to the whole The degree of, 
Progress resembled that of a settlement of 
several years’ standing in aur Western 
States, with the exception, however, of the 
remang of the conquered forest; for bore 
the ground 18 ready tor the plough, and na- 
tyre seams as it Were to invite thé husband 
man to fns labors. 
, We were kindly received by Mr Forrest, 
the guperintendegt, who quickly mado ar~ 
rangements for canocs ta carry us down the 
Coplit, aad Columbia river to Astoria, or 
Yort George. Ho also provided us with an 
excellent repast, and prossed us to remain 
over night, which we would have gladly 
done, had J not found that 16 would be m- 
possible for us to reach Astoria the next day 
if we did so. 

At this farm the Company have a luge 
dairy, and aro about-erecting a saw and gust 
mill, The gupeintendent’s dwelling is 
large, and built of well-hewh fogs, with 
the woikmen’s houses, &e , 1t borms quilh a 
rallage. , 

Largo numbors of cattle weré brdught in 
for the night, which is a very necessary 
precaution in Otegon, 1m consequence of thé 
Numerous Wolvés that are prowling about; 
in.somd plicog it becorties necossary for thé 
keoper to protect his beasts’ even w the 
daytime, The cattle, at times, suffer from 
drought, in whteh case the Indians are sent 
across the ri¥er ta out’ fodder for them, in 
order to avoid sending tho cattle to the catii- 
mags plains, where thoy would be subject to’ 
the loss of all theit young: t 

Thefarm aithe Gowhtz, has no sort of 
dofonces, aboutit} proving, ag’far:as‘the: In- 
dinng:ake convernied,, that there is no. danger 
of being molested: yndeed their numbors 
here are too small to enable thony to attempt 
nny: aggression, nnd: their, depenilence on tlio 
Company, for. hoth, food and clothing, thd 
complete,to allow them to quarrel, except: 
among thomsolyes , and of such disputes 
the agont of the Company taltcs no sort of 
notice. The Indiang belong to the Klack-

have been the cockswain.of, General Casa’s 
canoe, when on his tip to-the lakes in’ the 
Northwest’ Territory , ‘and a more useful 
‘person Ihave seldom met with, or one that 
could be so’ well depended on. He had 
been for several years in this territory, hay- 
ing leit the Company's service, married. an 
Indian wile, and was now living on a;farm 
of about filly acres, at the Cowlitz, indepen- 
ent and contented. T have seldomscea so 
pretty a woman as his wile, or amore cheer- 
ful and good housewife, before her mar- 
riage, she was the belle of the country, and 
celebrated for her feats of horsemanship. 

Plumondon-engaged several of the young 
Indians to accompany him, and with two 
canocs we were all accomthofated. The 
price for cach Indian -was to be a check 
shirt A EE 

During our short stay at Cowlitz, several 
Indiah women, brought an preces “Of bucks, 
skin for sale, which they demka necéssary’ 
part of the equipment ofa traveller...From 
them I Jearned the. mannar in which they 
prepare it, which. ts as follows: Immed:- 
ately after tho animal is killed, tho ‘skin, 
after having’ all the baw scraped of, 13 
stretched ught on n ffame, it is theré Icf 
until it becomes dry as parchment, when vf 
13 rubbed bver with the brans of the ani- 
tial, which impart o1) to it zat as then steep-, 
ed in warm water, afler which it 1s dried in 
the smoke, two women stretching it Dll the 
time it 1s drying ; it is thén again wot, and 
wound lightly round a tree, from’ whiéli it 1s

Mr. Forrest stated to me that he had put 
a suit on, twenty-four hours aftor the ani- 
mal had been runuing in the forest. I am 
woll satısfed that no hind of apparel 13 sọ 
well suited .as this to the Jife of an Indiah 
or trapper, and all who travel ina wild 
country should be provided with such a 
dress. ° ee 
, About-a mie from the farm-house we de- 
scended a steep bank, two hundred feet hi zh 
to tho river, where we found our canocs 
waiting for us The Cowhtz was here 
abont two hundred yards wide, and: very 
rapid, Our company, or rather crow, con~ 
sisted of mne young Indians. We were 
soon sealed aud ghdmg down thesshedm, 
whale each boatman oxerted his full strength 
to seid us,onward Just before: 'gunket, 
when we thought we had mado nine miles, 
we landed and pitched otn, tents on a small. 
island an the river. The island was covered 
with drift-wood, which soon enabled us to 
make n good fire, which the temperature 
rendored quite acceptable. When our sup- 
per was prepared; we found that our Indians 
had come away destitute of any ‘supply 
whatever, and that it was Heaessary to pro- 
vide for them. This Ihave gencrally found 
to be the case, not only with these Indiaiis, 
bnt with the natives of Póly nesia , both re- 
quire lookmg after before going on a jour- 
ney, and will seldom burden themselyes 
with food. i z

two-thirds of a mile in width, well adapted 
to yield good crops of grath. From the marks 
on the trees, however, it ig belered to he 
subject to an annual inundation of consid- 
erable depth.

Mr, Fld now took up ‘ihe 
remaining portion of the work he was or- 
dered to perform, naihely, to trace the coast 
to Cape Disappointment. The Indjans 
whom he hired to (ake the canoe around by 
water, preferréd to pasa close along the 
beach, inside the surf, by tacking the eatioe 
nolwithetinding theré wae a very heavy surf, 
they managcd to pass along very quichly, 
This 18 the mode thoy always adopt in jour- 
heying along the coast with their dandes, to 
avoid accident from the heavy surf, of which 
they have mach dread, The evening of the 
day on which they left Giay’s Harbor, they 
reached a small inlet, distant Siteen miles 
from Cape Shoalwater, wliére they found 
the lodge of the. Chickeeles chief before 
spoken of, who supphed them with dried 
salmon, &o 

The, coast between Gray's Harbor. and 
Cape Shoalwater is bordered by sand hulls, 
behind which, from the Indians’ account, 
theire are Jakes and atreame of fresh water, 
1n which plenty of beaser are found. 

From this chef they hned another canoe; 
and accompanied by him they proceeded 
through Shoalwater Bay towards Cape Dis- 
appomtment, The two canoes separated, 
which caure them to pass over two portages 
between Shoalwater and Baker’s Bay that 
to the east is about four and a Half miles m 
length, while that ta the westis six or seven 
mles across Mhe former is usually pre- 
ferred by the Indiana, and 1s ono of the 
main passes of communication between the 
different tribes on the sea coast. The woods 
through which they passed were of spruce 
treer, some of which were of large dimen- 
sions, the lesscr plants were principally 
Vaccimum, Ledums, and some candleberry 
bushes (Myrica). 

On the 27th they reached the Flying- 
Fish, then m Baker’s Bay;-and were taken 
over to Astoria 

Mr Eid received, on his arrival at Asto- 
ria, my orders to repair wilh his party to 
Vancouver , whero, bemg furnished by Mr. 
Birme with a large flat-bottomed barge, he 
set out to jom me at tbat place, which he 
reached on the 31st of August 

The surveying parties having returned, 
on the 1th we took leave of Vancouver.— 
Alter proceeding down to the mouth of the 
Willamette; we atichored, for the purpose of 
finishing the soundid$s and’ making an ev- 
amimation of the channels into which’ the 
river is here divided by a few islands, 

This work beng completed, wo dropped 
down severs! miles, lo overtake the sounding 
partes Here we were a good deal annoyed 
from the burning of the praines by the In- 
dtans, which filled the atmosphere with a 
dense smoke, and gaye the sun the appear- 
ance of bemg vicwed through a smoked 
glass, We were fortunately, 1n a great de- 
gree, nd: pendent of st, as it was not neccs- 
sary to see more than a short distance to 
discover the signals for the soundings. It 
however prevente me from verifying my 
sstronomucal stations, which J was desirous 
of doing 

Acting-Master Sinclair, who had been 
despatched to Vancouver for some aticles 
belonging to the Oregon, that had been left 
there, jomed us below Wairior’s Point, on 
the 19th, with letters and news that had 
been brought fiom the United Statea by an 
overland party These letters were very 
ace ptable,as we had not received any advices 
Irom home for twenty two months, and tend- 
ed to revive our spirits, as well as encour- 
age our exertions Qn the 20th, we an- 
chored again off Coffin Rock, near which 
wo found a depth. of twenty-five fathoms, 
which 13 the deepest water witlin the capes 
‘lhis place 19 sixty miles from the mouth of 
the nver, and eight miles gboye the con- 
fluence ot the Cowlitz, The shoves here are 
composed of trap aid a conglomerate, the 
last of which isthe same rock as that which 
occurs below, and has already been spoken! 
of Ths Coffin Rock, wlich 1s not more 
than sixty feet in diameter, and twelve fect 
above the water, appears to have been ex- 
clusively resorved for the burial of chich. 
Dr Holmes procured here some fine spect- 
mens of Flathead skulls fo. our collection. 
We anchored the same evening off the Cow- 
htz 
Early the next morning, Í proceeded up 
tho Cowlitz in my gig, in order to finish the 
survey of thatatréaih and oxaimine the strata 
of coal said to exist thore Aftor cntering 
it, at was with difficulty thay I recognised 
the river , for thero is a. greater difference 
than even in the Columbia, between its high 
and low states, Alter passing up tho Cow- 
hiz sevoral miles, 1 encountered rapids; 
through which it was necessary to drag thie 
boat by a line. J found, after great exer- 
tion and futigue, we could not ascend be- 
yond thitteen miles; for it had becomo so 
shallow that the boat could not float, and 
we bad not: strength cnough to force sher 
over the wido bate of gave} and sand, that 
had apparently accintulited during the last 
spribg:.

her every essential to fit her lo be used as 
a pilot boat imthe mouth of the river, or for 
the réehef of vessels in disiress Mr, Birnie, 
on asking him to talte charge of het for the 
obyeot, would have readily consented to do 
so for tho Cotapany, but had no authority.

The fact is, Messrs. Editore, those who 
have merely traveled the road from this place 
to Puget Sound, know but very httle about 
this country—a large portion of which has 
never been explored ‘A few days ago 1 
undértook a short exploring tour, and hoping 
it may be of some use to some of your read- 
ers, I. wy!l giye.the regult ~Leaving this 
place'in company with some.ather gentle- 
men,"we (ook a “trail” bearing about north- 
weat which we followed a distance of about 
15 miles, all of the way through’ the wood, 
some partof which was heavily timbered, 
while other parts had been burned oyer and 
most of the heavy (mber’ consumed, and 
might be cleared off at a trifling expense. — 
At the distance above‘mentioned we came 
into a most beautiful praine, two or three 
miles in length, and from one to to miles 
in breadth, lymg on the cast branch of the 
Chehahe Judging the quality of the coal 
from the burden of vegetation here, I should 
suppose it must be very rich A very thick 
coat of green grass coveted the whole prai- 
rie full eghteen inches in height. Three or 
four familes have already settled here, and 
there is room for more. Following “down 
the-Chchahs, in about a mile we found an- 
other prairie perhaps a mile or a mile and a 
half in breadth, part of which had been 
taken by a Mr. Hogue, who is rending on 
it with bie family From there on to the 
forks of the Chehalis, a distance of: four or 
five` mles, we passed some (wo or three 
other prairics, the land being all ofthe way 
rich bottom land, easily cleared, and will 
soon be occupied by industrious settlers — 
At the Forks there 1 quite è large prairie 
A gentleman has just taken a clmm here — 
This dank some day will be a prominent 
pomt. It is considered the “bead of navi- 
gation” on the Chehalis. . 

Following down the river, with an Jh- 
dian for a guide, we paseed over several 
prairice and much rich bottom land covered 
with a smell growth of timber, till we 
reached the residence of Mr. Davis, a few 
miles from Ford’s on the Chehalis. Here 
we were informed that a party the week 
previous, had explored up the west branch 
of the Chehalis, some ten nutes above the 
Forks. _ The journey was made 1n & canoe, 
and of course they saw but little of the coun- 
try besides what lay immediately on the 
river. But they were highly delighted with 
what they did see—rich prairies, covered 
with high grass of a most nutricious kind, 
and burnt land with nothing left upon st, 
with the exception of here and there a stub 
Valuable mill sites, and a coal mine were 
disovered. The latter protruded out of the 
bank of the river, esght feet in-depth, and 
to such an extent gghat several boat loads 
could be broken off directly into a boat. It 
18 described as being of an excellent quality 
They spoke confidently of their bemg an 
opening here for a very large settlement.— 
The distance from there to Shoslwate: Bay 
cannot exceed, } think, four’ or five miles 
on a straight lme. Should any who are 
eécking claims wish to visit tbis localuy, 
they would do well toenquire for Mr. Davis 
on the Chehalis, where they will have to 
get a canoo and ascend the river.,
